MOTOR S TILL RUNNING 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 31—<U.R>—Ar­ 
thur Nash who preached and prac­ 
ticed the “ golden rule” in 
business 
because of his faith in 
humanity, 
and found that it paid dividends died 
here last night. He was 59 years old. 
His was the belief that to do right 
was its own reward—both spiritual­ 
ly and financially—and on the prin­ 
ciple of the “ golden 
rule” 
Nash 
built a tailoring business, employing 
2,500 workers and with branches ov­ 
er the country. 
His aspiration was to provide his 
employes with ideal working condi­ 
tions at good wages and help unfor­ 
tunates to find themselves. 
One of the most significant 
ex­ 
amples of his application of the gol­ 
den rule was his request that 
his 
employes join the clothing 
workers 
union. They had taken the 
stand 
that because of Nash’s 
principles 
they did not need the protection 
of 
organization. 
But Nash was 
troubled by 
the 
thought that as long as there was a 
division between him and organized 
labor he was not practicing his rule 
to the fullest extent. The trades un­ 
ion, he said, was the voice of 
the 
worker and as a champion of 
the 
golden rule he could not shut 
his 
ears to its voice. 
So Nash arranged a 
conference 
with Sidney Hillman, president 
of 
the amalgamated clothing workers 
and was convinced that the way of 
the union was also his way. 
On his return he asked his work­ 
ers to join the union. Some protest­ 
ed but Nash argued with them 
and 
they complied. 
Nash was running a small clothing 
factory when he determined to make 
the golden rule the law of his bus­ 
iness. When profits justified it, 
he 
increased wages and when there was 
a slump the employes 
voluntarily 
agreed to take a decrease. 
He proclaimed a five day week so 
the widows who worked for 
him 
would be able to look after 
their 
chlidren on Saturdays when 
they 
were not in school. He also 
estab­ 
lished a 40 hour week in his factory, 
and later reduced the time to a 35 
hour week. 
His application of the golden rule 
brought gold in its wake. He 
out­ 
grew the factory where 
he 
had 
started and soon the building was 
too small and the largest 
brewery 
building in Cincinnati was 
bought 
for his factory. 
A surplus of $1,000,000 was ac­ 
cumulated. He distributed it as stock 
among his workers. In addition he 
set aside $250,000 to build 
educa­ 
tional centers in Turkey.

which has annexed colleges and pub­ 
lic schools, until we have gone 
ball 
mad in this country. 
Football is a very ancient 
game 
and we read of it in Greek and Ro­ 
man games. In these games the play­ 
ers divided into two long lines 
on 
each side and the ball was put 
in 
play on a line between the opposing 
players, mu«*h on the same order of 
more recent games, by two players, 
one having the choice and the other 
the ball, by the query “ High buck 
or low d o e? ” If 
the 
answer 
was 
“ high buck” the ball was 
tossed 
high in the air and its 
possession 
determined by the dexterity of the 
player when it came within reach. If 
“ low doe,” the ball was thrown to 
the ground and the battle was on. 
In those games, carrying the ball 
was not allowed but it was 
kicked 
or struck with the hand. 
Once 
in 
play the game of “ tackle” was on 
and the mad rush of opposing play­ 
ers often resulted in serious 
injury 
and at times in the death of a play­ 
er. There were foul lines outside of 
which the ball was “ dead” ami had 
to be put in play as before but on a 
line with where it crossed foul lines. 


In the early English games it Yvas 
called “ Camp Ball” and has 
gone 
through many evolutions, in manner 
of playing and in number 
engaged. 
Travelers have 
found 
tlie 


the rule which forbade carrying the 
ball. However, it remained for Rugby 
to violate the rule. A school 
boy, 
named William Webb Ellies, in 
the 
closing minute of a drawn

for Rugby a name that is world wide 
today. On the tablet we read 
that 
“ with a tine disregard for the rules 
of football, as played in his time, 
he took the ball in his arms and ran 
with it, thus originating the distinc­ 
tive feature of the Rugby gam e.” 
In 1863 a meeting of 
football 
men met at Cambridge, England, to 
adopt a code of rules governing the 
game, followed later by a convention 
tion at London, which adopted the 
Cambridge rules. These rules, known 
as the Association 
Rules 
forbids 
carrying the ball. Ilere we get the 
terms “ Soccer” “ Socker” as “ nick­ 
nam es” for that type of football. On 
January 29, 1871, another conven­ 
tion of football clubs met and adop­ 
ted the Rugby rules, which 
permit 
carrying the ball and these 
kinds of games still exist each con­ 
trolling its own players. In 1913, 490 
professional clubs of 1500 players,

mayor of the city of Indianapolis, 
no more than would have been any 
one of the 390,000 private citizens 
of Indianapolis who might assert by 
word of mouth that he or she was 
the mayor in the event of death, re- 
signation or disability of the city 
controller." 


^Ira M. Holmes," continued the 


opinion, "merely took possession of 
the mayor's office on his own voli- 
tion and without any color of title 
or legal right ori his. part." 


Judge Milncr's opinion interpreted 


the statute applying to the case" as 
providing that in the event the city 
controller as acting mayor resigned 
or was prevented by disability or 
death from continuing to serve as 
acting mayor, it was the duty of the

These rules, known 
as the'Association Rules forbids 
carrying the ball. Here we get the 
terms "Soccer" "Socker" as "nick- 
names" for that type of football. On 
January'26, 1871, another conven- 
tion of football clubs met and adop- 
ted the- Rugby- rules, which permit 
carrying the ball and these • two 
iinds of. games still exist each con- 
;rolling its own players. In 1913, 400

It be- 
gan as a crude game at Hanover, 
Princeton and Yale and took on the 
form of a class rush, finally becom- 
ing so rough that the faculties for- 
bade it in 1862. However, Princeton, 
had by 1805 developed an orderly 
game and a'bout the same time Rut- 
gcr's had established a similar game.

bridge and

The objec- 
tion made was that the frame would 
detract from the practice of archery 
and as battles were then fought with 
bows and arrows^ it was important 
that the use of the war weapon be 
not neglected. But the game went on, 
even as "bootlegging." Town chal- 
lenged/ town, jiarish met parish, and 
soon repression legislation ceased. 


We find the game mentioned from 


Chaucer to Shakespeare, as a uni- 
versal sport.
